Varnishing | 
 . Aids 


ARNISH can. be used on it variety 
of articles to lengthen thelr life. 
For instance, In wet weather the 
leather soles of shoes can be slightly 
roughened with sandpaper nnd two 
coats of varnish applied. 

When dry, the leather will be 
made waterproof, and Incidentally 
the’ wearer will be Jess likely to silp 
op a wet pavement. 

If the draining: board on the ‘sink 
ty neglected the wood soon becomes 
rotten, but try giving It two or three 
coats ‘of varnish, and you will be 
delighted at the hard wenrlng, sure 
face that results, which will only 
need a damp cloth to clean it. 

Front doors should certainly be 
siven an annual coatings of varnish, 
preferably in the. autumn, for they 
are then able to restst ‘the damp 
days that ‘Ie ahead, Clothes posts 
and wlreless poles will also benefit 
“by-similar-treatment,-while-any-.cxX« 
posed doors if treated to a cout of 
varnish Will not swell and consc- 
quently prove diMicult to open und 
shut, 

Sometimes a’ mat or carpet persists 
in curling ot the edge, but a thin 
coat of varnish applied to the under- 
side and atlowed to dry will effec 
tively cure the trouble. 

Try coating coppers and brasses 
very thinly with varnish after they 
are’ cleaned, and it will keep the alr 
from tarnishing them. Candles 
trented Jn a similar manner will burn 
for a mich longer period. a . 

After finishing with the varnish, 
remember to wash the brush In ture 
pentine .

into a large paper bas. with the 
name of the type of material 
contained therein on both sides 
of the outer covering. 

These bags pack flat Into the 
box, and It is possible to take 
out any particular one In the 
shortest possible tlc, knowlng 
that its contents will be quite 

heady for use. 

Moreover, It Is much caster to 
to keep an eye on the stock of 
different types of stuff and so 
be nble to look out for sullable 
replacements.
